Student Union Meeting Held 


Construction of a student: un- 
ion building at Hartnell College 
has become a definite probability 
for the very near future, revealed 
Dr. J. Frederic Ching in a meet- 
ing of the student union committee 
last week. 

At the invitation of Doctor Ching, 
the regular student union commit- 
tee, plus a special committee, met 
with him to present tentative plans 
for a student union. Doctor Ching 
and the committee members ex- 
changed views and proposals which 
shall be prepared further for pres- 
entation to the board in the meet- 
ing of Wednesday, May 20. 

The Student Union Committee 
is taking this opportunity to capi- 
talize on the interest their empha- 
sis on Hartnell’s need for a stu- 
dent union has created in certain 
board members. Optimism prevails 
among committee members who 
hope to see construction of at least 
the first unit under way this calen- 
dar year. 

Plans which will be presented 
to the board will include the fol- 
lowing items in a large, one-story 
building placed at the fringe of 
the present baseball outfield, ap- 
proximately 20 feet south of the 
cafeteria wing: a banquet or ball- 
room, men’s lounge, women’s 


lounge, faculty lounge, student com- 
mission office, student publications 
offices, janitor’s closet and student 
store, and storerooms.

This building 
would serve as the first of two 
units, the second to be added at a 
time when the cafeteria will have 
to give way to classroom space.

Hartnell Rates 
High At Stanford 


The official report from the reg: 
istrar of Stanford University gives 
Hartnell College the second high- 
est transfer student grade-point rat- 
ing of all California junior colleges 
with five or more student at Stan- 
ford during the period from 1949 
through 1952. 

Hartnell’s rating of 2.70 (equal 
to a score of 1.70 here due to grad- 
ing difference) for six students 
was topped only by Ventura Col- 
lege’s rating of 2.84 for nine stu- 
dents, and is .32 points above the 
2.88 average for all the colleges 
rated, a total of 563 students. 

Other colleges listed by Stanford 
along with Hartnell College were 
Bakersfield College, Chaffey (Col- 
lege, Compton, Fullerton, Glen- 
dale, John Muir (Pasadena), Long 
Beach City College, Los Angeles 
City College, College of Marin,

Express Union, 
Dorms Views 


(The editors feel that since the 
present school board will remain 
intact until July, and since it plans 
to consider the question of a stu- 
dent union and dormitories for the 
college at its May 20 meeting, stu- 
dents at Hartnell would be inter- 
ested in the members’ opinions 
about the two proposals. There- 
fore, the following interviews were 
conducted by a member of the Pan: 
ther Sentinel staff with this fact 
in mind.) 

Directing the educational in- 
terests and facilities of Hartnell 
the Hartnell College 
Board of Trustees which is made 
up of five members from the Hart- 
nell College district. The present 
members are: Mr. Fragk Schon- 
felder, president, Dr.’ Frederick A. 
Pletta, Dr. Walter Farr, i. John 
Dolan, and Mr. Francis W: Paul. 
Dr, Farr and Mr. Paul served their 
terms of office, and the latter will 
seek re-election. 

The members of the Board of 
Trustees were approached and 
asked questions concerning the 
interests of Hartnell students, 
mainly those pertaining to the posi- 
bility of obtaining a student union 
for Hartnell College students. Mr. 
Frank J. Schonfelder, president of 
the board, expressed that the board 
members have long realized the 
necessity for a student union at 
Jartnell College, but due to various 
complications, the’ building of a 
student union has been delayed, 
but is now being considered by this 
board. He also noted that he, per- 
sonally, was in favor of obtaining 
such. a construction for Hartnell, 
along with dormitories. 

Dr. Walter Farr, a retiring mem- 
ber of the board, felt that the posi- 
bility of building a student union 
in the near future is fair, however, 
it depends on a number of other 
factors which are now being con- 
sidered by the board. 

Dr, Frederick A. Pletta expressed 
his views thusly: “I would like to 
see.an architect begin work as soon 
as a well thought out plan is pre- 
sented, and the money is available.” 
He is also very much in favor of 
the building of dormitories to ac- 
comodate out-of-town students. 

Mr. Francis W. Paul, who is seek- 
ing re-election to the board, has al- 
ready been interviewed on the sub- 
ject, expressing himself definitely in 
favor of building the much sought 
for student union. The other mem- 
ber of the board, Mr. John P. Do- 
lan, was not available for interview.

Draft Test to Be 
Given on May 21 


Students who were ill or who, 
because of other emergencies and 
were not able to take the draft ex- 
amination test on April 23, may, if 
they are eligible, take the next 
draft examination on May 21. 

To be eligible to take the Selec- 
tive Service College Qualification 
Test, an applicant on the testing 
date (May 21) must (1) be a Se- 
lective Service registrant who in- 
tends to request deferment as a 
student; (2) must be satisfactorily 
pursuing a full-time college course, 
undergraduate or graduate, leading 
to a degree; and (3) must not pre- 
viously have taken the test. 

The applicant must obtain an 
application form from any Selec- 
tive Service board. He must, how- 
ever, have the application post-

The reason for it is simple — there is just not enough monye left in 
the budget to put out more papers than at present. The. cost of print- 
ing the paper went up approximately five dollars per page this year, an 
unforeseeable event not planned for in the budget prepared last year, 
This, with the publication of large sptcial editions for the Junior Rose 
Bowl game, sufficed to shrink the budget drastically. The extra cost 
of the Rose Bowl editions was partially offset by the budget increase 
granted for the purpose, but the money still ran out faster than was 
planned, through no fault of the staff. 

The budget shortage would have caused complete cessation of publi- 
cation before this had not a special budget increase been granted by 
the budget committee of the student commission in order to allow news- 
paper coverage of the important events to come during the remainder 


of the year.

This action is,practiced on a na- 
tional, state, and local level, and, 
more directly, in our American 
school system, a member of which 
is Hartnell College. An election on 
this level stems from what is com- 
monly known as student govern- 
ment. , 

The purpose of student govern- 
ment is threefold: (1) to pre pare 
students for good citizenship; (2) to 
prepare students for their civic re- 
sponsibilities after leavihg school; 
and (3) to help students gain in- 
terest in governmental functions. 

Student government also serves 
as an instrument for developing 
leaders for community activities. 
More important to the average stu- 
dent, however, is its service to the 
school. The leaders of your stu- 
dent body government have been 
delegated the responsibility of sup- 
plying activities for the student 
body. Without such an organiza- 
tion at Hartnell there would be no 
extracurricular activity, such as 
athletics, social events, assembly 
programs, school newspaper or 
yearbook. The single function of 
the college then would be an aca- 
demic education, which is only 
part of your life’s education. 

In order to insure the best pos- 

sible type of student activities, the 
college should obtain the best of- 
ficers possible. This can be done 
only \by serious consideration of 
the candidates who are running for 
the various offices. Here are some 
points to remember when consid- 
ering whom to vote for: (1) judge 
the candidates on their abilities, 
not on their personalities. 
(This, is not a personality contest.) 
(2) consider each candidates’ qual- 
ifications for his or her office — 
do this fairly and honestly; (3) talk 
to each candidate, if possible, and 
seek out his qualifications. 

It is your responsibility to elect 
the best, so the best may serve you. 
Be sure you can be qualified to 
vote wisely —study the candidates 
— think it over!

Today we will discuss the National Guard problem. 
“Should I join the National Guard or an organized reserve 
unit?” Frankly, it will make very little difference in the 
service obligation of anyone joining now. You will be sub- 
ject to the draft just like anyone else, unless you would hap- 


pen to be called to active duty be- 
fore induction. The only sure ad- 
vantage is that you would get some 
advance military training, which 
might make the transaction easier 
and may increase chances for pro- 
motion and specialization. A student 
who is not yet 1842 can, under 
present rules, join the National 
Guard and be deferred as long as 
he remains a member and fulfills 
all of his obligations. However, one 
of two things will happen: Either 
he will be called to active duty 
along with his unit at’some indef- 


,inite time in the future and thus 


earn exemption from further ser- 
vice. Or he and his unit will not 
see active duty, in which case he 
can be drafted at any time he leaves 
the Guard prior to age 35. He may, 
though, gain this advantage: If he 
plans to work after high school, 
membership in the Guard may 
yield a temporary period of de- 
ferment during which he could get 
work experience, and re-employ- 
ment rights before’ being drafted 
or placed on active duty.

May 11. When filling the applica- 
tion, at Selective Service local 
boards, the student should cross 
out “April 23” opposite the space 
reading “Center No.” and write in 
“May. 21.” 

The consideration for a defer- 
ment of a student at the present 
time is either passing the test with 
a score of 70 or better or having 
class. standing among the male 
members in the upper half of the 
freshman class, upper two thirds 
of the sophomore class, or upper 
three fourths of the junior class. 
Seniors accepted for admission to a 
graduate school satisfy the defer- 
ment consideration. if they are 
among the upper half of the male 
members of their senior class or 
if they make a score of 75 or bet- 
ter.
